Washington, D. C., Feb. 15.—[{Special.J— 
By not being good men of business the diplo- 
matic representatives of Germany, Great 
Britain, and Italy lose a big point in dealing 
with Venezuela. Whether Minister Bowen 
understood it or not, it is a fact which 
has just now become apparent that Ven- 
ezuela will get the cream of the customs du- 
ties at its ports this year, while the triple 
alliance will have to be content with 30 per 
cent of the skimmed milk. 

The protocols of agreements between thé 
allied powers and Venezuela as signed last 
night provide for a division of the customs 
revenues at the two principal ports of Ven- 
ezuela after March 1 in such a way as to 
reserve 30 per cent for the creditors and 70 
per cent for the republic. The continental] 
diplomats overlooked the fact that they fiave 
been starving Venezuela for some time, and 
that there is an enormous collection of du- 
tiable products now within easy distances 
which will be rushed through the custom 
houses during the next two weeks and which 
will not pay toll to the triple alliance or any- 
body else. 

Ever since the blockade began valuable 
cargoes have accumulated, particularly at 
Curacoa, and these can be passed through 
the custom houses without difficulty and 
in an extremely short time. It has also been 
learned that the agent of the Red D Steam- 


ship company line, which carries the bulk of } 
the business to Venesuela, has been in Wash- _— 


dngton during the entire time of the negotta- 
‘tions, and notified his company fully a week 

ago that the biockade would probably be 
about this time. 

In this way it has been possible to load a 
number of big steamers with valuable car- 
goes for Venezuelan importers. Practically 
all of the belated goods are either here or 
in West Indian ports, and it can be taken for 
granted that President Castro will see the 
importance of getting them all through the 
custom house before March 1. Gen. Castro 


| is pretty well versed in dubious financial 


methods, and it would be quite like him to 
offer special inducements in the way of small 
rebates to every importer who gets under the 
line before the first day of March. 

a*a 

According to recent estimates the total 
customs revenue of Vehezuela is about 
$6,000,000 rannually. This‘ means a half a 
million a month, go that ordinarily it would 
be an extremely easy matter to import 
enough to provide receipts of $225,000 during 
the time which remains until the supervision 
of the customs receipts by foreigners goes 
into effect. 

In view of the great congestion of imports 
caused by the completeparalysis of foreign 
commerce during the blockade, the imports 
for the remainder of : ebruary are likely to be 
far in excess of the average and the re- 
ceipts might easily run up to several million 
dollars. This possibly explains why Mr. 
Bowen was s0 willing to agree to the extor- 
tionate demands of Germany. 

Venezuela will make up in the next two 
weeks considerably more than enough to pay 
the entire preferred demands of Germany, 
Great Britain, and Italy. Asa natural conse- 
quence of the enormous rush ofthe next two 
weeks the importations after March 1 may 
be expected to fall off so that the percentage 
to be set aside for the triple alliance will 
result in a much smaller sum at first than the 
bulldozing nations could possibly have imag- 
ined. 

This is the one good thing Venezuela makes 
out of the negotiations, and it can. fairly 
be assumed that the people here in the United 
States will not be disappointed about it. 
Whether President Castro planned this little 
piece of sharp practice to teach the European 
nations that they were not as wise as they 
thought they were, remains to be seen. It is 
certain, however, that Minister Bowen was 
not aware of the advantage Venezuela would 
receive by deferring the pawnbroking opera- 
tions of the European alliance until after 
March 1, because he has uniformly conducted 
the negotiations in a spirit of fairness.

It now looks as if the twelfth continental 
congress of the Daughters of the American 
Revolution, which opens here a week from 
today, will be quite as lively as any of its 
predecessors, owing to the usual vehement 
differences of opinion over the office of pres- 
ident general, which is now @lled by Mrs.

“ official ring,”’ which they say is interested 
in keeping Mrs. Fairbanks in office. They 
assert that the general board, or controlling 
body of the society, casts something like 
eighty votes, and these are always controlled 


by the woman who happens to be president 


for the time being.

CHI CAGO’S FAMOUS FIRE FIGHTER 
QUIBTLY PASSES AWAY. 


Halt a. Centary a He for 
. Twenty-two Years Chief of the De- 


partment and His Name Was Known | 


the Width of the Land — Hero of 
Many a Struggle with Flames, He 
Had Frequent Narrow Escapes and 
Received Numerous 


Denis J. Swenie, Chicago's famous fire 


fighter, is dead. 

Half a century a fireman, teinty-two 
years chief of the department in this city, 
and his life full of honors, he passed away 
at his residence, 5386. Jackson boulevard, 
shortly after 4 o’clock this morning. 

Battling against an illness, which others 
recognized as the beginning of the end, 
with the same determination which charac- 
terized his fights against the ravages of 
flames, he was confident almost to the last 
that in a few days he would recover. 

Years of hardship and exposure and many 
injurtes, with advancing years, were over- 
mastering to the Scot's will power, and his 
life ebbed with the members of his family at 
his bedside and with the ears of the depart- 
ment officials at the telephone awaiting the 
announcement of the final summons. 

Though two years retired, he was stil) 
“‘ Chief Swenie”’ to the thousands of firemen 
in the city and so ever would have remained, 
and to them it was sad intelligence which 
told that ‘* the chief is dead.”’ | 


Always a Fire Fighter. 

As in the history of Chicago the events 
of the great fire of '71 will always have 
a prominent place, so will the memory of 
Denis J. Swenie live as that of a heroic old 
fire fighter, In younger days a dashing, 
strong limbed volunteer, in later years a 
shrewd, experienced director, faithful and 
self-sacrificing—that was Denis J. Swenie. 
In the twenty-two years he was chief he 
brought the fire department of Chicago into 
the lead of all other fire fighting services in 
the world, and never in all that time did he 
cease to be a fire fighter himself. 

For years it was the custom of the news- 
papers to take notice of the anniversary of 
the appointment of the veteran as chief. 
There was always going to be a celebration 
of the event. But there never was any cele- 
bration, because the chief was always on 
duty. On these anniversaries he sat in his 
home informally receiving callers, but up 
there on the wall was the fire bell which 
might call him to action any instant, and 
out there in front was a harnessed horse 
and buggy which might dash ‘to the door to 
bear him away. 

With his dislike of a life of {inaction he 
clung to his work long after the advance of 
years had begun to leave enfeebling traces. 
During the last two years of his service his 
wife often had to waken him when the fire 
alarm rang, and help him inte 
and forth to the carriage. 


The the veteran was ex- 
emplified in his autobiography, which he 
prepared at the request of Chief Musham 
during the early days of the last illness. It 
was as follows: 


DENIS J. SWENIE—Was born in Glasgow, Scot- 
land, in 1834. At the age of 14 he came to Chi- 


cago and engaged in the harness trade, continu- _ 


ing in this business up to 1849. Durnig these 
years he ran with the boys of the volunteer fire 
department. 

In 1849—Was hose boy on No. 3, stationed at 
the corner of Wells and Kinzie streets. 

In 1852—Was on the ‘‘ Red Jacket ’’ and took the 
position of assistant foreman. 

In 1854—The company was disbanded, when he 
returned to No. 28. 

In 1856—Was appointed first assistant engineer. 
He was appointed chief engineer in 1858, and 
organized the paid steam fire department. His 
ae elicited the approval of press and 
public 


In the fire of 1857—Took charge of the diggers . 


and recovered eighteen bodies out of twenty- 
three supposed to be lost. 

In 1861—Took command of the Li rty, stationed 
in North Dearborn street, In 1867 he brought 
his company over to the Gund. He was captain 
of this company when appointed first assistant 
fire marshal in October, 1873. 

In the fire of 1871—His efforts saved five entire 
blocks near the Kinzie street bridge. 

In November, 1879—Created chief to succeed Mat- 
thias Benner, the veteran fireman. 


Mr. Swenie declined the nomination for 
sheriff on the democratic ticket in 1886. 


Silent on Many Brave Deeds. 

But the old fire fighter’s history of his 
own life was only an epitaph. He was too 
modest to tell of the deeds that made him 
chief, and of the work that made him famous 
during his fifty years of battles with fires. 
His friends have recorded some of his. do- 
ings, but the hundreds of narrow escapes, 
the daily braving of death, his injuries, the 
rescues he effected are not told. It would 
require volumes to give a record) of all his 
doings. 

Chief Swenie had a hineeroun way of tell- 
ing stories—when he had time to tell them, 
which was seldom—and it was of the days 
when Chicago was a village that he de- 


lighted to talk. He told of the old volun- 


teer departments, their rivalries, their bat- 
tles and races, yet he was known over the 
United States as the most progressive chief 
in the country, and he was the inventor of 
many devices used in fire departments in 
fighting fires. 

Swenie made the first leather betmete used 
by Chicago fire fighters, working on them 
for days when, as a boy of 15, learning the 
harness making trade, he jonny, the volun- 
teer department. 


Told of His First Fire. 


“My first fire,’’ said the old chief a few 
weeks ago, “I'll never forget. I had beena 
member of No. 3, at Wells and Kinzie streets, 

a few weeks, and I had made myself a huge 
bit helmet. In those days the night watch- 
man waked up the fire department when he 
found a blaze. I slept with my clothes near 
me. One night I heard the watchman rap- 
ping on the door of a neighbor who was a 
member of another company. 

‘*There was intense rivairy in those days. 
I leaped out of bed, stuck on my helmet, 
grabbed my boots and trousers, and, attired 
only in my shirt, tore along the wooden pave- 
ment toward the engine house. The old hand 
engine was just coming out. I dashed along, 
swung around the corner, and ran plump 
among a number ef women returning from 
adance. My bare legs started a commotion, 
but I kept on, dressed on the machine, and 
we were the first to throw water on the fire. 


Caught on Sinking Floor. 


“The most thrilling fire I ever was in was 


down in River street in 1857. I was withthe | 


old No. 3 company again, after having left 
it, and I was assistant engineer. With a 
dozen of the boys I was at work on the third 
floor. Suddenly the floor began to sink, one 
wall bulged out, and the fire shot up through 
the cracks in the floor. We made a rush for 
the windows to jump, but the wall] settled 
back and we escaped down the pale way be- 
fore the floor fell. ) 

** Another time I came near lachue my life 
was on Market street in 1883. We were in- 
side. The rear wall fell and, in some way, 
the front doors became jammed, with the

The fire might have been stopped, 
but the wrong alarm was turned in, and 
before the engines could get to the right 
place the fire was behind them and had 
gained too much headway.

| Cold Storage Calamity. 
The cold storage fire, Swenie said, was the 


“worst experience of his life. He never men- 


tioned the fact that he went to that fire, in 
spite of his doctor’s orders, and, although 
crippled and sick from injuries received in 
a fire a few days before, stuck to his post 
and directed the operations until the fire 
was out and the danger of the destruction 
of the entire world’s fair was over. 

Chief Swenie’s only hobby was fire fight- 
ing. He ate and slept fire. 
Persons could tell by looking at the little 
house in Pierce street, where the chief lived 
thirty-five years, whether there was a 
firé in the city.

Chief Swenie received a testimonial irom 
prominent citizens on the occasion of the 
fiftieth anniversary of his connection with 
the Chicago fire department in December, 
1899.

RESENTS ACT OF DR. E. E. HALE. 


High Church Paper Declares His Partic- 
ipation in Services at Boston | 
Trinity a Sacrilege 


Boston, Mass., Feb. 15.—[Special.]—Be- 
cause the Rev. Edward Everett Hale, the 
noted Unitarian minister, took the sacrament 
in Trinity church on Jan. 23, the occasion be- 
ing the commemoration of the death of 
Bishop Brooks, which took place ten years 
ago, the Episcopalian church paper, the Liv- 
ing Church, has made a lively attack on the 
clergy who permitted it, and, by inference, on 
Dr. Hale for presenting himself at the 
chancel rail. Much discussion has also been 
stirred up among the high church members 
of the Episcopalian faith. The Living Church 
had on Saturday a long editorial in reference 
to the occurrence, in which the incident was 
declared to be “ saérilege.”’ | 
“Speaking of the service, it says: ‘* One 
thing jarred upon the harmonious seemliness 
of the occasion with a note so false, so 
strident, as to make comment absolutely 
necessary. Dr. Hale, a well known minister 
of the Unitarian denomination, advanced to 
the altar and received outwardly the blessed 
sacrament of the body and blood of Christ, 
the bishop of western Massachusetts ad- 
ministering the bread and the mere of 
Maine the chalice. 

‘Dr. Hale is not a communicant be the 
Protestant Episcopal church in America; 
he is not confirmed oy ready and desirous 
to be confirmed, and, more than all, he 
openly denies the deity of our blessed Lord 
and savior Jesus Christ. Bearing this in 
mind, we unhesitatingly avow that the act 
was sacrilege, and we deplore it inexpressi- 
bly.” 

The editorial goes on to argue that it is 
difficult to imagine why Dr. Hale should have 
wished to take the sacrament, unless he 
construed Bishop Lawrence’s statement in 
his sermon that “the sacrament belongs 
ideally to aH humanity, and practically to 
every man who tried to live in Cnstet's 
spirit,”” as an invitation. 

Bishop Lawrence was asked eet ere if 
he would make any comment on either the 
occurrence itself or the editorial occasioned 
ee but he deciined. The Rev. Dr. Hale 


“ Just say that Dr. Hale said he received 
his invitation 1900 years ago. There . noth- 
ing more to add to that.”

As the police went deeper into the accounts 
of the Harry Brolaski “* get rich quick "’ con- 
tern yesterday, the names of many more 
treditors were found. One batch of letters 
fontained requests for the cashing in of ** cer- 
tificates '' of the face value of $5,545, raising 
the total of claims, indicated in the corre- 
spondence secured, to $20,000. 


* Some $10,000 of certificates were presented 


for redemption on Saturday by city custom- 
ers,"’ said Detective Sergeant C. K. Hertz, 
“and twice that amount of out of town 
claimants have been reported. But this is not 
a*drop in the bucket. The total losses may 
easily reach $200,000. Of assets, so far as 
known, there are none.” 

The secret of Brolaski'’s sudden success is 
laid bare in a number of letters from agents 
located in all parts ofthe country. The local 
representatives were railroad and telegraph 
employés, and men working in large com- 
merical houses. Physicians and attorneys 
also appear in the rdle of agents, and even 
large merchants who write on their own let- 
ter heads. These agents have taken 5 to 10 
per cent of all money intrusted to them for 
investment. |

VOTING MACHINES. 
The general assembly is asked to author- 
ize the use of voting machines in munici- 
palities whose authorities are willing to pay 
‘for them. Probably there are places where 
they would be introduced at once if per- 
missible. They make cheating impossible, 
and they enable the result of an election to 
be known speedily. Election judges and 
_ Clerks will be glad to see them in use and 
' to be relieved of the hardest atid most dis- 
agreeable part of their work. It is said 
there are more names on a Chicago ballot 
“than any existing voting machine can take 
eare of. The ingenuity of the inventors of 
such machines has not been exhausted. 
(hey will turn out one which will take care 
Of any number of nominees. 
It is said it will be useless for the legis- 
lature to authorize the employment of ma- 
chines because all voting in Illinois must be 
,_. by ballot. A machine does not cast a bal- 
. lot. It simply registers a vote somewhat 
as the apparatus in a street car registers a 
fare. It rests with the Supreme court to 
decide whether pushing a button which re- 
cords the wishes of the voter is substantially 
the same thing as depositing a ballot on 
which his wishes are marked down. Some 
_ courts have said that it is not, one has said it 
’ is. The Supreme court of this state has not

It will contain rooms for 
reading, loafing, and dancing, 2nd perhaps 
for lectures, concerts, and entertainments. 
It will be a social center, and it will bring 
with it “social betterment which does not 
depend upon the paternal interest of an em- 
ployer or of a reformer, but which proceeds 
from a motive of self-interest on the part 
of the persons bettered.” 

These two evidences of self-interest and 


attempts at self-help ought to comfort the 
hearts.of people who are afraid that inthese. 


days of “ paternalistic government ” we are 
drawing on toward a period of “ bread and 
games.” The tolerance of governmental 
interference inthings like, say, the providing 
of seats for women behind counters co- 
exists with a growing intolerance of inter- 
ference by persons or by associations.. The 
attitude of many employés toward schemes 
of social betterment maintained by employ- 
ers is convincing on this point.

People Do Not Understand. 


Nothing can bring the desperateness of the 
famine need so sharply to the American mind 
as presenting a number of these individual 
cases. In Stockholm, and even in Lulea, at 
the north of the gulf of Bothnia’ and the 
governmental seat of Norbottens lin, which 
the famine is ravaging, the people do not 
understand the plight of their countrymenin 
this bleak, barren northern country beyond 
the polar circle, 

In Lulea I was told that the people upin the 
famine district were a “ lazy lot.”” The con- 
trary is true. They want work. They need 
the few pennies they might earn to send to 
the towns to buy clothing. But thereis no 
work. The lumber cutting industry is par- 
alyzed. What little cutting’ is on brings 
famine wages, which are eaten up at once by 
the company’s "’ stores. 

In some cases the temporary collapse of 
this industry has been a giant abettor of 
famine suffering. At Korpilombolo, for in- 
stance, the company holding the option on 
the forests has failed. The peasants, who 
had taken small strips of woodland from the 
government practically by settlers’ right, had 
turned over their claims to this defunct com- 
pany. These options are held up and any 
new company which might begin cutting here 
is prevented from securing timber rights. 
This is but one of conditions often repeated 
throughout this country of birch and pine 
forests, 


Same Story Everywhere. 

In presenting individual cases of suffering, 
as illustrating the need that is everywhere, 
continued description is useless. It would 
merely weary the reader with a constant 
repetition of the same thing. The people 
you meet with, though in extreme privation, 
are of the sametype. The isolation stamps 
the same character, the same customs, the 
Same peculiarities of speech and manner on 
each. Dull and given to the fewest of words 
they answer the questions I put them 
through an interpreter with a syllable or 
two, uttered in a listless, dazed way. 

They doggedly keep up their courage, even 
though their stomachs are empty and their 
lips are crying for food that is not the scales 
of barley tops nor the boiled mess made 
from wild sorrel. They look ahead only to 
crushing, suffering want, but they do not 
let their courage falter, except in those cases 
where privation has killed even the stalwart 
northland spirit. Intensely religious, they 
hold to a quiet belief that a miracle will be 
wrought and that a divine providence will 
place in their hands, in some way beyond 
their dull powers of imagination, the nec- 
essaries for the sustenance of their 
cramped, small lives. 

The houses, too. are the same, usually one 

room and that nearly covered with the great 
brick fireplace, its huge bulk pierced by two 
or three holes into which the wood is placed 
and set to blazing. Liedging them in is the 
depth of the pine woods, the hope of forfmer 
ye when the lumber companies had nbt 
become the tyrants they now are and when 
work could be found at wages that, in this 
simple land of small wahts, were consid- 
ered fair. 
Over all is the shroud of snow. Monot- 
ofous as continued description would be to 
the reader, the same scenes are more palling 
to the traveler, who jogs over the reaches 
of snow, wrapped in a great coat of wolf 
skin, his feet buried in ‘‘ Lap shoes,” which 
are made of reindeer skin and stuffed with 
hay to keep out the cold; his breath freezing 
with each respiration and the ice sticking 
the fur of the great collar to his cap, his 
eyebrows, and his cheeks, 


Monotony of Famine. 

Even the famine is a story of monotony— 
always pressing, constant, ever trying to 
pimch out the lives of these people whose 
Wants aré small in the bestof years, but who 
are now deprived of even the little which 
would allay their needs. 

THE TRIBUNE sleighs, that its readers 
might know conditions in the inland districts 
where the question of distributing food for 
human beings and what stock has been saved 
from the knife is most pressing, turned out . 
of Vittangi for a long circuit to the township 
of Lainio and the village of that name. It 
Was a battle against snow and cold from the 
start the drivers being forced to guide their 
dnorses as best they could when they could 
pick out a familiar tree, for the small foot- 
paths were buried under several feet of snow. 
We started before 6 o'clock in the black of the 
arctic morning and crept into Lainio after 
midnight had cleared the clouds fora moment 
and enabled the drivers to find the stars. 
Before that the sleighs had been turned up- 
side down and preparations made to spend 
the night in the woods. 

A brief statement of homes met with will 
suffice to show conditions on this circuit of 
fifty-three English miles. Just without Vit- 
tangi, on the way to the village of ‘Parraka- 
vVaara, we stumbled on a hovel all but hidden 
in theanow. A skin stretched on sharp sticks 
anda placed before the door to be dried by the 
bitter winds told that the only cow had been 
Killed, because there was no food for the 
animal, and thus the home robbed of its small 
supply of milk. A man, haggard and wasted 
of face, met us as we opened the door.* His 
name was Johan Wilhelm Huru, he told In- 
terpreter Lindquest. His wife was dead. He 
had made a living by hunting and fishing, 
insufficient to keep four children. The pe- 
culiar actions of the children told us, even be- 
fore he gave the information, that the four 
little ones were fecble minded. But lack of 
reason seemed to make their cries for food | 
all the louder. 


Fish and Fowl! Scarce. 


The fish, the father explained, had not come 
up the Tornea river as usual this season, 
owing to the ceaseless rains and the floods 
which had claimed the grain, hay, and vege- 
table crops, and brought onthe famire. The 
chief game bird, the ripa, had had its nests 
destroyed by the floods, as the bird lays its 
éggs in the ground, and he had made nothing 
at shooting. As we left the hovel he led us 
up the river to where, with great labor, he 
had cut two holes in the ice and had caught 
a few fish for his owntable. Poverty had 
stamped its extreme mark on this hut. 
Neither horse nor reindeer did Huru own, 
and: he had no means of getting supplies 
ff¥om the railway towns, where relief is

These lakes are mere widen- 
ings of the stream bed, but, aided by the cup 
shaped formation of the suroounding coun- 
try, they aided the heavy rains and floods 
of last summer into oreeding the famine 
which now grips the country. 

We found the track of the famine long 
before we reached the village. Over thirteen 
English miles back in the woods is the small 
hut which shelters Johan Petter Riggu, his

No, there was no road, and 
he had been compelled to use snowshoes to 
get less than a peck of flour from Vittangi, 
In both these places there is no hope except

We crept into Lainio long after midnight, 
after finding our bearing only when we 
piunged down 4 steep and on to the frozen, 


name. The keeper of the inn met us to say 
that he could give up but a scanty meal, and 
that famine held the town unyieldingly in its 
grasp. The air line. distance to Gellivare 
from here is over forty-three miles, but the 
roadway is roundabout and necessitates a 
trip of over eighty-seven miles before the 
railway town is reached. To Kurina the air 
line distance is within a furlong of forty Eng- 
lish miles. But the only roadway is such a 
roundabout thread that the distance is even 
longer than that to Gellivare, unless a fight 
is made through the trackless woods. These 
are conditions which add to the terrors of 
the Swedish famine.

DENTISTS HOLD A REUNION 


COME TO HELP ODONTOGRAPHIC

Two thousand men, representing the dental 
talent of the country, are gathered in Chi- 
cago for the celebration of the fifteenth 
anniversary of the Odontographic society of 
Chicago. If the gold used by them in filling 
teeth were gathered together it would fill 
a tooth the size of a smal! lake schooner, 

The celebration of the anniversary will be- 
gin today in the rooms of the Northwestern 
College of Dental Surgery at Lake and Dear- 
born streets. Hach state in the union has 
sent five dentists to the convention, and 
besides there are dentists from many dental 
associations in the larger cities. 

These men, all of whom have big pulls at 
home, have come armed with their mallets, 
mauis, grindstones, pinces, and other instru- 
ments prepared to show each other the best 
ways of filling aching voids, extracting, 
bridging, and building up teeth. They will 
talk over these subjects for two days, and it 
is said the meeting is the most important 
in the history of dentistry. 

The Chicago Odontographic society was 
formed fifteen years ago today by a small 
group of Chicago dentists who had for their 
object the scientific advancement of their 
profession. Dr. Charles BD. Bentley was 
the first president. The Chicago society 
now numbers nearly 500 members, and is said 
to be the largest local dental association 
in the world. 

The committee on arrangements has been 
at work for more than a year securing well 
known authorities as speakers for the con- 
vention and has enlisted many of the lead- 
ing dentists in the United States.

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CHICAGO HUNTERS ACCUSED 
OF “GUNNING” FOR MARKET. 


Harry E. Lee Charges Them with Ruth- 


lessly Slaughtering Game and with 
Robbing Nests to Sell the Eggs. 


Chicago hunters are butchers and market 
gunners, according to Harry HK. Lee, 833 
North Clark street, who returned from St. 
Paul yesterday, where he attended the con- 
vention of the League of American Sports- 
men last week. In an address before the 
convention Mr. Lee accused Chicago sports- 
men of blocking legislation for the protec- 
tion of game in Illinois by not aiding such 
measures. 

“I represented Iilinols at the convention,” 
said Mr. Lee yesterday afternoon, ‘‘ but 
when a desire was expressed by some of the 
delegates to meet in this city next year I 
felt I could not urge that action on the con- 
vention because of the apathy of the sports- 
men in Chicago and throughout the state. 

‘“* While in the convention I told the mem- 
bers something of the conditions here. I 
said some Chicago men had visited the En- 
chanted islands in northern Wisconsin, and 
other inland lakes in Minnesota, pretending 
to be sportsmen and had carried camera 
cases which they had filled with the eggs of 
the redheads, and mallards, and other ducks. 
These eggs have been brought to Chicago and 
sold. 

“ There is a good demand here for such 
eggs, and I understand they are sold at from 
$4 to $8 a dozen. They are brought to Chi- 
cago in suit cases and other bags and boxes. 
Certainly there is nothing sportsmanlike in 
such wholesale robbing of nests. 


Slaughter Ducks for Market. 

“TI also told of hunters who had shot for 
the market. Two men went out some time 
ago and killed 800 mallard ducks. These 
were bagged and shipped to Chicago to be 
sold. Simply a wholesale slaughter. Both 
men are personal friends of mine, but I can-— 
not approve of such methods. 

‘IT shall go to Springfield soon to see what 
can be done in the way of legislation looking 
towards the protection of game in Llinois. 
The few prairie chickens that are left in the 
state should be protected.

no trouble at all. The present game warden 
is doing practically nothing. 


Enthusiastic for Better Laws. — 
“Every one at the convention was en- 
thusiastic over the subject of making better 
game laws and of enforcing them. We had 
a telegram from President Roosevelt ex- 
pressing his regret at being unable to be 
present and extending his best wishes. He 
is a member of our executive committee. 

“The league was informed of the passage 
of the bill providing for the enlargement 
of the National park. According to the bill 
1,000,000 acres have been added to the park 
on the south and west. This was necessary 
on account of the game which left the park 
at the approach of.winter to run through 
the adjacent country. There the hunters and 
cattlemen laid in wait and there was a 
slaughter every year. This was defeating 
the object for which the park was estab- 
lished.”’ 

Emerson Hough Defends Hunters. 

Emerson Hough, the writer on sporting 
subjects, denied that the practice of ship- 
ping eggs to Chicago should be charged to 
‘local sportsmen. 

“There have been many investigations 
made on this subject, and in no case can 
guilt be traced to Chicago sportsmen,” said 
Mr. Hough. “ It has been learned that many 
eggs have been taken from the nests by the 
Indians. Some of the Indians have ex- 
pressed the eggs to Chicago, while many 
others have robbed the nests for food. I do 
not believe that any eggs have been brought 
to Chicago by men from the city,”’ 


NEW ANTI-SMOKE MEASURE 
BEFORE COUNCIL TONIGHT. 


Ordinance Calls for Another Office, and 
_ as Its Provisions Are Rigid Doubt Is 
Expressed as to Its Passage. 


The Municipal Art league’s anti-smoke 
ordinance is a special order at the council 
meeting this evening, and it promises to pro- 
duce considerable discussion. As the ordi- 
nance creates a new office, that of head of a 
smoke suppression bureau, it requires a two- 
thirds vote to carry, and there is some doubt 
as to whether this can be secured. 

The purpose of the ordinance is to prevent 
excessive smoke by prescribing better fur- 
naces and a more careful manner of firing, 
and to accomplish this firemen are to be 
licensed and a supervision of furnaces and 
heating and power plants exercised by the 
new bureau. 

This has provoked some opposition among 
the industries and employés affected, and 
protests have been made to some of the 
aldermen against passing the measure.

“This is an honor for Dr. Hollister,” said 
Director Stagg yesterday in speaking of the 
proposition. ‘‘ For any westeren man to be 
called to take charge of any athletic teams in 
the big four is a distinction. It shows that 
the east recognizes the worth of our western 
methods in athletics.”’ 


Commends Choice of Woodruff.

LAKE FOREST PEOPLE BEGIN 
LONG STAY AT HOME PERIOD. 


Churches All Closed as One Step in Anti- 
Scarlet Fever Campaign—Quarantine 
Between College and Town. ! 


‘Lake Forest will be bound up in “ rules for 
the suppression of scarlet fever ’’ for three 
weeks. The period began yesterday, when 
all the churches and public meeting halls in 
the town were shut, except those on the 
campus. 

It was the-first Sunday in years when all 
the Lake Forest churches were closed. In 
its proclamation the board of health not 
only advised the discontinuance of public 
meetings, but asked the people not to do 
any visiting when they meet on the streets. 
The stores have not been closed, but most of 
the business is transacted over the telephone. 

A strict quarantine exists between the town 
and the college. Students have orders not 
to leave the campus. Students who live 


arrangements to live temporarily on the 
campus. Members of the faculty, whose 
homes are scattered all over the town, are 
included in this order. |

me to say a word on the scarlet fever situa- 
tion at Lake Forest, as to which a highly 
exaggerated account has been furnished to 
some of the newspapers. | 

In such emergencies many people are apt 
to “lock the stable door after the horse has 
been stolen,’’ and most communities, infiu- 
enced by a shortsighted fear of hurting their 
business temporarily, would wait until a dis- 
ease had gotten a dangerous headway before 
they resorted to thorough going methods of 
prevention. 

Lake Forest has had the intelligence and 
the courage, even at the cost of a slight tem- 
porary damage to the business of the town, 
to adopt radical methods to prevent any 
epidemic. Such measure® should, there- 
fore, reassure the public instead of alarm- 
ing it. 

Not from any feeling of panic, but with the 
belief that an ounce of prevention is wortha 
pound of cure, the board of health has simply 
forbidden all general or public gatherings 
during the next three weeks and has ordered 
the public schools, the Sunday schools, and 
churches to be closed during that period. 
The quickest way to stop a forest fire is to 
cut down the nearest trees, so that there shall 
be no more fuel for the flames. Similarly, 
the surest and the shortest way to minimize 
the chance of there being new cases of scarlet 
fever is to prevent the coming together of 
large, promiscuous crowds of people. 

This order of the board of health does not 
apply to the college, or the boys’ school, or 
Ferry hall. These institutions, being’ each 
of them a separate community, upon a cam- 
pus of its own and subject to the strictest 
sanitary oversight and regulations, are con- 
sidered the safest places in Lake Forest. The 
college and both schools are therefore going 
on with their regular vesper service on Sun- 
day as usual. There are no cases in either 
of these three institutions, and there have 
been none, except the two original cases in 
the college, nearly a month ago. Both of 
these patients were promptly quarantined in 
the"hospital and are now nearly well.

In the Grain Markets. 


There has been a break in wheat the last 
week of 3c from the close of the previous 
‘week and from the high point of Monday, 
May selling down to 77\%c, and closing at 
77%-%c, a net decline of 2%-%%c, and 5c under 
the recent top figure. 

Foreign markets have kept relatively firm, 
but foreign buyers have shown a disposi- 
tion to take American wheat in small quanti- 
ties only, and the small export demand was 
a discouragement to holders, local bulls 
liquidating freely on the decline. 

While the visible supply is still about 
9,000,000 bu under that of last year, the gap 
closed up a little last week, and the indica- 
tions are that the day’s report will show a 
small increase, compared with a decrease of 
1,160,000 bu last year. The primary move- 
ment keeps ahead of last year’s figures, re- 
ceipts for the week being 3;474,000 bu, com- 
pared with 2,330,000 bu the corresponding 
week last year, and clearances have dropped 
off, the total for the week being only 2,850. - 

‘000 bu. The statistics for the moment are 
not encouraging to holders, although world’s 
stocks from Feb. 1, 173,000/000 bu, were 36,- 
000,000 bu less than.a year ago.
